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Former  IPFW  policeman 
expresses  feelings,  beliefs

"If  you  can't  do  Chancellor  Giusti  any 
good,  he'll  have  little  lodo  with  you." 

This  is  a  quote  from  a  letter  received 
by  The  Communicator  from  Patrick  J. 
Maroney.  former  sergeant  of  the 
University  Police  and  Safety  Depar- 
tment. 

As  reported  last  week  in  The  Com- 


municator, Maroney  resigned  because 
of  "interference  by  the  Chancellor  into 
even  the  most  routine  of  police  ac- 
tivities." 

The  letter  received  this  week  goes  on 
to  explain  Maroney's  feelings  and 
beliefs  about  the  Chancellor,  the  police 
and  the  campus. 

it  is  interesting   to  note  that  the

Chancellor  granted  an  interview  to  ttie 
Journal,  but  not  The  Communicator," 
Maroney  said.  "I  think  this  is  indicative 
of  his  image  conscious  attitude.  A  large 
newspaper  can  project  a  very  favorable 
image  to  the  community,  but  what  can 
a  small  time  campus  publication  do  for 
the  image,  especially  out  there  in  the 
community  where  it  counts?" 

Maroney  went  on  to  clarify  the  in- 
cident involving  himself  and  a  woman 
charged  with  child  neglect  that  had 
taken  place  in  front  of  Kettler  Hall  on 
the  evening  of  March  4.  He  stated  that 
the  charge  of  child  neglect  was  pressed 
by  the  Fort  Wayne  Police  Department's 
Juvenile  Aid  Division,  not  him. 

He  did,  however,  charge  the  woman 
with  disorderly  conduct,  resisting  law 
enforcement  and  battery  to  a  police 
officer. 

"I  might  add,"  Maroney  said  in  his 
letter,  "that  the  battery  charge  was  a 
felony." 

The  charges  filed  remained  un- 
changed for  two-and-a-half  months 
awaiting  a  trial  date.  Thirty-six  hours 
before  the  trial.  Chancellor  Giusti  "let 
it  be  known  that  the  'University' 
wanted  the  charges  dropped,"  Maroney 
contended. 

"I  had  thoughts  of  refusing  their 
directive,"  Maroney  said.  "I  checked 
with  some  legal  counsel  on  the 
ramifications  of  such  a  refusal.  Only  I 
could  drop  the  charges  ...  However, 
counsel  said  that  the  University  could 
put  it  in  the  form  of  an  order,  and  if  I 
refused  to  obey  the  order,  I  could  be 
legally  dismissed.  ...  Under  those 
particularly  distasteful  circumstances, 
I  regretfully  dropped  the  charges." 

In  last  week's  Communicator  article, 
James  E.  Thatcher,  vice-chancellor  for 
financial  affairs,  was  quoted  as  saying, 
"The  top  priority  (of  the  campus 
police)  isn't  running  around  100  percent 
of  your  time  looking  for  someone  in 
minor  infractions  of  the  law." 

Maroney  said  the  statement  is  totally 
unforgivable.  "The  assumplion  will  be 


At  least  6B  rapes  and  altempled  rapes 
have  occurred  in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne 
since  April,  said  Detective  Sergeant 
Gary  Gerardot  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
Police  Department . 

The  150  percent  increase  in  reported 
rapes  in  1979  has  become  cause  tor 
concern,  especially  since  a  1978  Law 
Enforcement  Assistance 

Administration  study  indicates  four  out 
of  five  rapes  go  unreported. 

The  IPFW  campus  is  not  immune  to 
the  rape  problem. 

Melissa  Ritchey.  director  of  the  Rape 
Crisis  Center,  has  personally  been 
involved  in  the  counseling  of  16  women 
raped  on  the  IPFW  campus  in  the  past 
few  years.  Five  of  these  campus  rapes 
were  reported  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Police 
Department. 

Ritchey  noted  that  13  of  the  campus 
rapes  occurred  in  the  parking  lots  and 
specifically  designated  the  lots,  the 
parking  lot  across  from  the  river  and 
the  Fine  Arts  Center  on  Berry  St.,  as 
being  especially  dangerous. 

When  Maurice  Shady ,  chief  of 
campus  police,  was  contacted  about 
rape  on  campus,  he  said  the  only  at- 
tempted rape  had  been  recorded  ap- 
proximately two  years  ago.  Shady 
indicated  it  was  a  minor  incident 
saying,  "he  just  kind  of  bumped  up 
against  her  and  she  felt  she  had  been 
molested  a  little  bit.  She  later  con- 
fronted him  (her  attacker),  was 
satisfied  about  it  and  that  was  it.  She 


did  not  file  charges." 

However,  police  records  and 
newspaper  accounts  show  that  the 
victim  was  "grabbed  and  intimately 
fondled  in  her  private  areas."  Her 
attacker  then  stated  his  intention  of 
having  sexual  relations  with  her.  The 
victim  was  saved  by  the  intervention  of 
a  male  student  who  offered  to  assist 
her. 

Charges  were  fil^d,  an  arrest  was 
made  and  the  suspect  was  held  on  a 
$5,000  bond. 

Starley  Pifer,  coordinator  of  student 
health  remembers  the  incident  well. 
Pifer  treated  the  victim  and  ac- 
companied her  to  the  City-County 
Building  where  charges  were  filed. 

Pifer  said  the  young  woman  was 
"very  frightened  and  upset,  and  she 
continued  to  have  emotional  problems 
afterwards  and  felt  she  could  no  longer 
safely  live  alone." 

Although  she  had  not  personally 
handled  any  other  campus  rapes,  Pifer 
staled  that  she  was  "aware  that  others 
had  occurred." 

No  rape  kit  (which  facilitates 
evidence  collection)  is  available  on 
campus.  But,  said  Pifer,  "the  nurses  at 
IPFW  have  attended  workshops  on 
rape  and  taken  other  courses  that  help 
in  dealing  with  rape  trauma." 

The  administration  was  contacted  for 
comment  on  the  actual  number  of 
campus  related  rapes  and  other 
assaultsthat  have  occurred  over  the

years  at  IPFW.  But,  after  contacting 
several  sources,  no  information  was 
forthcoming.  Jerry  Morgan  Medley, 
director  of  university  relations,  did 
comment  on  the  question  of  whether 
adequate  protection  was  being 
provided  for  female  students, 
especially  at  night. 

"Chancellor  Giusti  is  currently 
reviewing  the  police  and  security 
division  and  if  his  analysis  determines 
that  protection  is  not  sufficient,  im- 
mediate action  will  be  taken,"  Medley 
said. 

Campus  police  protection  at  present 
includes  an  escort  service,  according  to 
ChiefShady.  ^ 

"Just  call  482-5474  or  5500  and  an 
officer  will  escort  you  from  the 
classroom  to  your  car,"  said  Shady. 

Shady  felt  that  there  were  no 
dangerous  areas  on  campus  and  that 
rape  could  be  avoided  by  "travelling  in 
pairs  and  by  wearing  stacks  or  full- 
length  dresses  instead  of  short-shorts." 

Also  blaming  the  attire  of  the  rape 
victim  was  Sergeant  Gerardot,  officer 
in  charge  of  rape  investigation  in  Fort 
Wayne. 

"In  these  rapes  in  the  home,  women- 
are  wearing  shorty  nightgowns,  lying 
around  on  couches,  watching  TV  and 
leaving  curtain  open."  Gerardot  said. 

Gerardot  also  recommended  that 
women  be  warry  of  dark  areas,  travel 
in  pairs,  have  a  means  of  defense  such 
as  a  chemical  spray  or  knowledge  of 
self-defense  and  ndt  be  "overly  friendly 
with  strangers  in  bars." 

When  asked  how  he  responded  to  the 
charges  that  police  are  not  treating 
rape  as  seriously  as  they  should, 
Gerardot  said,  "We  have  been  working 
hard  and  are  doing  all  we  can." 

But,  when  asked  it  patrols  had  been 
increased  in  the  area  where  at  least  10 
rapes  have  occurred,  the  answer  was 
no. 

"1  am  sure  that  the  Fort  Wayne 
Police  Department  is  working  to  the 
best  of  their  ability,; :  said  Rape  Crisis 
Director  Rilchey,  "but  a  lot  of  women 
are  still  being  raped  in  Fort  Wayne  and 
somehow  it  has  got  to  stop." 

As  one  woman  recently  said.  "Until  it 
does.  tPFW  women  will  have  to  join  Ihe 
rest  of  the  women  of  Fort  Wayne  in 
looking  over  their  shoulders. ..oft en." 


made  that  this  has  been  the  past 
priority  of  the  department,"  he  said. 
"Nothing  could  be  farther  from  the 

truth." 

The  Journal-Gazette  reported  the 
Chancellor  ordered  an  officer  in  the 
campus  police  to  destroy  a  Uniform 
Traffic  Ticket  that  had  been  issued  to  a 
Friend  of  the  University. 

"The  Chancellor  stated  that  he  was 
upset  by  the  seemingly  minor  nature  of 
the  violation."  Maroney  explained. 
"First  of  all,  the  Chancellor  reached  his 
deduction  by  listening  to  the  protests  of 
the  violator.  Secondly,  he  is  out  of  his 
realm  in  passing  judgement  on  matters 
reserved  for  the  courts.  The  role  of 
Monday  morning  quarterback  is  far 
below  his  stature  as  a  responsible 
administrator.  Lastly,  by  ordering  the 
police  to  eliminate  the  ticket,  the 
Chancellor  is  in  clear  violation  of  State 
Law." 

The  law  in  question  is  Indiana  Code  9- 
4-7-5:  Traffic  Ticket,  Soliciting 
Disposition.  "Any  person  who  solicits 
or  aids  in  the  disposition,  or  attempted 
disposition,  of  a  traffic  ticket  or  sum- 
mons in  any  unauthorized  manner  is  in 
criminal  contempt  of  the  court  having 
original  jurisdiction  of  said  cause  of 
action  or  of  the  court  named  on  the 
particular  uniform  traffic  ticket  and 
complaint  in  question." 

Maroney  contends  that  the  Clian- 
cellor  is  "more  interested  in  assuring 
Ihe  considerable  contributions  of  the 
Friends,  than  in  doing  what  is  legally  or 
morally  right." 

At  the  time  Maroney  personally 
delivered  his  letter  to  The  Com- 
municator, he  informed  the  paper  that 
a  "gag  order"  had  been  issued 
prohibiting  any  member' of  the  campus 
police  from  talking  to  memt)ers  of  the 
media.  "This  came  straight  from 
Shady's  (IPFW  Police  Chief  Maurice 
Shady)  mouth,"  Maroney  said.  "Any 
officer  giving  information  to  the  media. 
Maroney  said,  could  consider  their 
employment  terminated." 

Chimera  class 
offered  here 

On  Sept.  18,  Bea  Boxley.  a  continuing 
education  insti^ctor,  will  begin 
teaching  Chimera,  a  course  in  self- 
defense  for  women. 

Chimera  is  a  system  of  self-defense 
that  includes  the  physical,  mental  and 
emotional  techniques  needed  for 
dealing  with  attack. 

The  course  takes  its  name  from  a 
female  mythological  beast  associated 
with  imaginary  fears. 

"While  women's  fear  of  attack  is  far 
from  imaginary."  said  Boxley.  "the 
fear  that  they  are  helpless  to  defend 
their  own  security  is  one  which 
Chimera  is  dedicated  to  defeat." 

The  class  will  begin  with  the  basics  of 
rape  avoidance,  Boxley  said.  "Then  we 
will  discuss  how  to  handle  the  'little 
rapes  —  the  whistles,  stares,  com- 
ments, harrassment  in  bars  and  other 
violations  of  personal  int^rity." 

Boxley,  a  holder  of  a  purple  belt  in 
Karate,  stressed  that  this  is  not  a 
martial  arts  course.  "The  various 
martial  arts  can  take  years  to  master," 
Boxley  said,  "but  the  Chimera  system 
can  be  effectively  learned  in  the  six- 
week  period  of  instruction." 

However,  Boxley  did  say  that 
Chimera  techniques  do  involve  the  use 
of  certain  disabling  kicks,  such  as  the 
front  snap  kick  that  is  designed  to  break 
knee  caps. 

Boxley 's  class  will  be  held  on 
Thursday  evenings  from  7:30  to  9:30 
p.m.  in  Room  222  of  the  Walb  Memorial 
Union,  through  Oct.  23. 

'Take  Back  Night' 
march  Saturday 

Fort  Wayne  Feminists  will  sponsor  a 
"Women  Take  Back  the  Night"  march 
and  rally  at  8  p.m.,  Sept.  13,  in  Pavillion 
2, 1-akesidePark. 

Entertainment  in  the  form  of  music 
and  poetry  will  be  provided  until  9:30 
p.m.,  when  the  march  to  Freimann 
Square  will  begin. 

Mary  Kay  Blakely.  local  author  and 
former  IPFW  associate  faculty 
meml)er,  will  speak  after  the  group 
arrives  at  the  park. 

The  march  is  designed  to  create 
awareness  of  the  fact  that  women  are 
unable  to  go  out  after  dark  without  fear 
of  rape  or  attack  and  the  feminists  want 
to  "take  back  Ihe  night." 


"Women  are  afraid;  women  are 
angry,"  said  Susan  Heine  Junk,  co- 
coordinator  of  the  Fort'  Wayne 
Feminists.  "This  is  a  chance  to  show 
our  outrage  and  to  make  the  statement 
that  women  are  not  safe  in  the  streets 
and  should  be." 

The  walk  and  rally  are  for  women 
only,  but  a  group  of  men  will  be 
providing  child  care.  Those  interested 
in  arranging  for  child  care  should 
contact  the  Fort  Wayne  Feminists. 

Participants  are  urged  to  wear  light- 
colored  clolhing  and  to  carry 
flashlights. 


News  in  brief... 

SG  resolves  bills

Signiticandy  cut  state  grants,  jobs 
for  financial  aid  students  and  recent 
changes  in  the  basic  grant  program 
were  the  main  topics  tor  three 
resolutions  that  were  passed  at  Ihe 
Student  Senate  meeting  Sept.  3. 

The  Student  Senate  has  found 
significant  state  grant  cuts  to  be 
jeopardizing  the  accessibility  of  an 
education  at  IPFW  and  has  resolved 
to  find  the  underfunding  of  the  state 
grant  program  incompatible  with 
the  concept  of  equal  access  lo  an 
education  for  all  students.  The 
Senate  further  resolved  the  ad- 
ministration to  encourage  the  slate 
legislature  to  allocate  the  necessary 
funds  for  the  state  grant  program,  , 
and  to  work  with  the  Financial  Aids 
Office  to  achieve  this  goal. 

The  Student  Senate  also  resolved 
to  support  the  Job  Location  Service 
and  to  encourage  students  to  use  it 
since  the  lack  of  work-study  funds 


has  disallowed  jobs  lo  many 
financial  aid  students. 

For  the  final"  resolution,  the 
Student  Senate  decided  to  protest, 
and  to  encourage  the  administration 
lo  protestr  recent  changes  in  the 
basic  grant  program  regarding 
newly  married  students.  These 
changes  hinder  the  conceding  of 
basic  grants  for  rerenlly  married 
students.  The  Student  Senate  also 
resolved       to  take     whatever 

measures  available  to  change  this 
regulation. 

Two  other  announcements  were 
made  at  the  meeting.  The  Senate 
announced  that  a  shuttle  will  be 
running  between  the  Concordia 
Seminary  and  IPFW.  The  cost  of  (he 
trip  has  not  yet  been  determined. 

The  Senate  also  announced  that 
Jeff  Sandy  has  been  named  co- 
chairman  of  the  Student-Affairs 
Committee. 


Trustees  OK  funds 


The  1981-83  budget  for  IPFW  was 
approved  last  Saturday  by  the 
Indiana  University  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  campus  will  be 
working  with  $32,1  million  for  the 
next  two  years. 

The  board,  meeting  in  the  Walb 
Memorial  Union,  approved  $15.6 
million  for  1981-82  and  $16,5  million 


for  1982-83. 

The  local  budget  has  already  been 
approved  by  the  Purdue  University 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  proposed  budget  must  now 
pass  the  governor,  the  general 
assembly,  the  Indiana  Commission 
for  Higher  Education  and  the  State 
Budget  Agency. 


Degree  plans  pass

A  proposal  offering  a  four -year 
degree  in  electrical  and  mechanical 
'engineering  at  IPFW  has  passed 
Purdue  President  Arthur  G.  Han- 
sen's office  and  will  go  to  the 
Commission  for  Higher  Education 
for  approval  of  funding. 

"Our  first  year  for  offering  a 
junior  year  on  a  formal  basis  would 


be  in  the  fall  of  1981,"  John  Dalphin, 
dean  of  engineering,  technology  and 
nursing,  said.  "That's  only  a 
target." 

The  majority  of  students  involved 
with  this  program,  Dalphin  said,  will 
probably  be  students  who  would 
have  come  to  IPFW  even  if  the  four- 
year  program  was  not  offered.

Myths  about  rape 

"The  motive  for  rape  issexual."  Not  true.  Rape  is  a  violent  crime.  A  rapisi  is  out 
to  terrorize,  humiliate,  and  hurt  his  victims. 

"Women  ask  for  rape."  Not  Irue.  Very  few  women  want  to  be  beaten  up  and 
forced  to  commit  sexual  acts  with  someone  not  of  their  choosing.  And  no  woman 
wants  to  lose  her  life  that  way  How  a  woman  dresses  or  where  she  goes  does  not 
indicate  she  wants  to  be  raped. 

"Women  can  prevent  it,  every  time,"  Not  true.  By  using  protective  methods,  you 
can  take  some  of  the  chance  away;  however,  when  confronted  by  a  rapist, 
prevention  becomes  difficult.  In  about  80  percent  of  rape  cases,  either  a  weapon  or 
a  threat  of  death  is  involved,  sometimes  both. 

"II  can't  happen  lo  you."  Not  true.  Just  because  you're  13,  or  25,  or  69  years  of 
age.  you  are  not  exempt.  To  dale,  the  youngest  rape  victim  is  four  months  old  and 
Ihe  oldesl  is  96  years. 
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Change  takes  time 


The  resignation  of  IPFW  Police 
Sergeant  Patrick  J.  Maroney,  as 
reported  in  The  Communicator  and  the 
Journal-Gazette  last  week,  should  have 
come  as  no  surprise  to  those  who  are 
familiar  with  the  Giusti  administration. 

That  it  was  Maroney  who  resigned  and 
nol  one  of  the  other  five  academy- 
trained  officers  is  not  the  imporlanl 
issue.  It  could  have  been  any  one  of 
them,  since  they  have  all  been  frustrated 
by  the  Chancellor's  philosophy  on  the 
role  of  the  campus  police. 

Chancellor  Joseph  P  Giusti  stated  at 
the  Combined  Faculty  and  Staff  Con- 
vocation that  he  would  like  to  see  the 
service  aspects  of  the  force  emphasized. 
This  move  would  tend  to  de-emphasize 
the  law  enforcement  role  of  the  campus 
police,  thus  changing  the  image  and 
priorities  of  the  University  Police  and 
Safety  Department. 

According  to  the  IPFW  Motor  Vehicle, 
Bicycle  and  Traffic  Regulations,  "The 
University  Police  and  Safety  Depart- 
ment is  authorized  to  administer  and 
enforce  (these)  regulations  under  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Campus." 

If  Chancellor  Giusti  wants  the  police 
force  at  IPFW  to  be  security  guards 
rather  than  the  law  enforcement  officers 
they  now  are.  he  has  the  right  to  demand 
it  as  such. 

However,  there  are  several  problems 
with  changing  to  a  security  guard  ser- 
vice at  this  campus. 

Current  officers,  should  they  be  in- 
volved in  this  transition,  would  be  over- 
trained and  over-paid  for  these  new 
roles. 

Officers  are  trained  at  the  Indiana 
State  Police  Academy  prior  to  their 
employment  here.  They  are  ready  to 
fight  crime  similar  to  that  on  the  streets, 
which,  of  course.  IPFW  has  very  little  of.

The  fact  that  our  officers 
have  been  trained  to  handle  such  in- 
cidents is  a  comforting  thought. 

Another  problem  with  changing  the 
roles  of  the  officers  is  that  the  campus 
police  would  be  over-compensaled  for 
the  lesser  services  they  would  be 
providing.  Hiring  a  new  staff  of  security 
guards  would  be  a  cheaper  move  on  the 
part  of  the  administration. 

And,  perhaps  the  Chancellor  will 
decide  to  do  just  that.  It's  his  decision 
according  lo  the  rules  and  regulations 
set  down  by  the  university  long  ago.  The 
Giusti  administration  has  already  made 
quite  a  few  changes  within  the  univer- 
sity. 

The  Chancellor's  move  lo  make  the 
University  Police  and  Safely  Depart- 
ment more  service-oriented  should  have 
come  as  no  surprise.  It  did  surprise  the 
officers,  however,  because  of  a  lack  of 
communication  between  the  Chancellor 
and  the  officers.  Rather  than  discussing 
the  issue  with  them  firsl  hand  and  opting 
for  gradual  change,  the  Chancellor  has 
decided  lo  change  the  department 
overnight  and  hope  its  officers  can 
change  as  quickly. 

The  conflict  between  the  Chancellor 
and  the  officers  arose  over  Iwo  in- 
cidents; one,  when  the  Chancellor  in- 
sisted criminal  charges  be  dropped 
against  a  woman  Maroney  had  arrested, 
and  the  other,  when  an  officer  ticketed  a 
member  of  the  Friends  of  Indiana- 
Purdue  and  the  Chancellor  became 
upset.  These  incidents,  though,  were 
mere  ripples  in  the  Chancellor-campus 
police  conflict. 

An  abrupt  change  in  the  system  ac- 
companied by  a  lack  of  communication 
about  that  change  seems  to  be  the  real 
problem.

As  Joe  Watkins  and  I 
wander  around  the  local 
campus,  we  do  a  lot  of 
listening.  In  recent  months 
and,  for  me.  years,  we've 
both  noticed  a  definite  in- 
crease in  religious  interest. 

Since  I  have  worked  In 
Fort  Wayne  off  and  on  since 
1964  and  have  been  with 
campus  ministry  since  1969, 
I  have  noticed  a  related 
phenomenon. 

People  tend  lo  drift  away 
from  religion  in  their  late 
teens  and  return  to  it  on  a 
deeper  level  in  their  late 
twenties  and  early  thirties. 
Some  do  Ihis  without  ever 
making  a  formal  break  with 
tlieir  church  or  synagogue. 
Others  have  to  "cut  loose" 
and  drift  free  for  awhile. 

Of  course  nol  everybody 
returns.  Some  would  like  lo. 
but  don't  quite  know  how. 
The  way  back  isn't  the  same 


for  any  Iwo  people, 

I  Ihink  watching  all  this 
drifting  out  and  drilting  back 
has  taught  me  something. 
And  since  this  column  hits 
the  halls  and  louges  of  IPFW 
onRosh  Hashanah,  the  dawn 
of  Ihe  New  Year  for  the 
Mother  Faith  of  the  West, 
why  nol  dream  a  little  about 
new  beginnings,  about  Ihe 
church  of  the  future,  as  I  see 
it,  called  forth  by  the 
longingsof  the  present? 

When  you  talk  about 
church,  you  talk  about  social 
slruclure.  Both  the  Greek 
and  Hebrew  words  for 
"church"  mean  "assem- 
bly." a  coming  together  of 
people.  People  come 
together  in  religion  lo  share 
their  personal  experiences  of 
the  Transcendent.  They 
come  logelher  for  mutual 
support  in  a  shared  com- 
mitment and  lo  draw 
strength  and  encouragement 
from  one  another  and  from 


one  they  recognize  as  the 
ultimate  source  of  all 
strength  and  en- 

couragement. 

What  people  seem  to  want 
from  the  church  is  a  com- 
bination, or  an  alternation, 
of  two  structures,  one  small 
and  one  large.  They  want  a 
small  community  of  close 
friends  who  know  one 
another  as  individuals,  not 
as  numbers  or  categories. 
They  also  want  occasionally 
to  gather  in  large  assem- 
blies, in  something  like  a 
i-ally  or  a  convention.  That  is 
what  the  church  of  the  future 
will  have  to  be  like. 

This  structure  may  sound 
vaguely  familiar  to  you.  It 
should.  Fundamentalists, 
Charismatics,  Israeli  Kib- 
butzim and  Latin  American 
"communidades  de  base" 
understand  it  and  use  it  to 
their  advantage.  The 
Communist  Party  owes  its 
origins  to  such  a  structure.  It 
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No  time  for  Homer 


is  a  structure  that  (osiers 
commitment  and  loyalty.  It 
can  do  a  lot  of  good  or  a  lot  of 
harm,  depending  on  the 
doctrine  shared  by  its 
members. 

Who  does  not  understand 
and  use  this  proven  structure 
that  will  inevitably 
characterize  the  church  of 
the  future?  The  "mainline" 
urban  parish  most  of  us  are 
famihar  with  is  the  major 
culprit. 

For  historical  reasons, 
which  are  nobody's  fault, 
clergy  and  parishioners  are 
blundering  around  in  a 
structure  that  is  too  big  to 
build  community  and  too 
small,  or  too  broken  up,  to 
really  celebrate  anything. 


Often  enough,  these  good 
people  think  the  trouble  Is 
themselves  and  that  they  are 
not  "spiritual"  enough  to 
rise  above  the  inadequacy  of 
the  structure.  It  never  seems 
to  occur  lo  them  the  "effects 
of  original  sin"  are  to  be 
found  in  irrelevant  struc- 
tures at  least  as  much  as  in  ' 
imperfect  people. 

As  Yom  Kippur,  the  Day  of  * 
Atonement  t al-one-ment ? ) . 
approaches,  I'd  like  to  invite 
anyone  who  has  strong 
feelings  either  way  about  all 
this  to  accost  one  of  your 
rather  visible  campus 
ministers  and  share  your 
views  on  how  the  church  — 
yours  or  anybody  else's  — 
can  turn  over  a  new  leaf.

Parking  in  a  well-lighted, 
well-traveled  area  may  help, 
as  would  parking  as  close  to 
your  destination  as  possible. 

Checking  your  back  seal 
Isefore  entering  your  car  is 
also  a  wise  safety  measure, 
as  is  locking  your  doors  and 
rolling  up  your  windows 
t>efore  leaving  your  car. 

These  may  seem  like 
minor  steps  or  just  common 
sense,  but  I  see  them  as  ways 
for  women  to  protect 
themselves.

IPFW's  Division  of  Music 
is  planning  a  busy  schedule 
for  the  coming  year.  The 
events  include  not  only  all 
students  at  the  university, 
but  also  encourage  par- 
ticipation from  the  com- 
munity. 

Several  programs  are 
underway  to  reach  out  to  the 
general  public.  The 
Preparatory  Program 
allows  pre-university  age 
students  to  receive  in- 
strumental lessons.  As  of 
now,  more  than  200  students 
are  enrolled. 

Division  Chairman  Robert 
Roubos  said  the  Preparatory 
Program  benefits  IPFW  a 
great  deal,  as  it  allows  the 
community  to  look  toward 
the  university  for  quality 
instruction  on  instruments. 
It  is  also  hoped  that  students 
will  be  more  likely  to  attend 
IPFW  when  the  time  comes. 
Joyanne  Jones  is  director  of 
the  program. 

The  Suzuki  Violin 
Program,  directed  by  David 
Tovey,  will  teach  violin  to 
students  from  age  three  and 
up.  There  are  individual  and 
class  lessons  with  an  em- 
phasis on  parents  attending 
the  classes. 

The  Community  Band,  led 
by  William  Schlacks  (who 
also  directs  the  Orchestra 
and  Wind  Ensembles),  will 


continue  this  year.  There 
will  also  be  a  Community 
Jazz  Band,  led  by  University 
Jazz  Band  director  John 
Branum. 

Other  groilps  include  the 
University  Singers  and  the 
string,  guitar,  percussion, 
and  woodwind  ensembles. 
The  directors  are  John 
Loessl,  Anthony  Adessa, 
Michael  Greeno,  Earl 
Yowell,  '  and  Jo  Bess 
Jackson,  respectively. 

Roubos  wants  to  remind 
students  that  these  groups 
are  not  closed  to  non-majors. 
Auditions  are  be  Id  to 
determine  participants,  and 
the  one  to  two  credit  hours 
earned  are  tuition -free  to 
attract  more  involvement. 

Music  and  costs  for  the 
ensembles  are  covered  by 
the  Students'  Government 
since  the  university  does  not 
give  the  Division  a  budget 
with  which  to  work, 

A  unique  program  oriered 
by  IPFW  is  Music  Therapy, 
headed  by  Barbara  Crowe.  It 
involves  the  study  of  both 
music  and  psychology  and 
prepares  the  students  to 
enter  health  related  in- 
stitutions. It's  a  relatively 
new  field  with  jobs  now 
opening. 

More  general  courses  are 
also  offered.  This  semester 
there  are  three  sections  of 
Music  Appreciation  classes 
that  teach  a  broad  survey  ol

music  and  include  listening 
assignments  at  the  Helmke 
Library  music  listening 
room. 

Another  course, 

Auditorium,  allows  students 
to  earn  credit  For  attending 
concerts  in  the  area.  The 
grade  is  determined  by  the 
number  of  concerts  attended 
rather  than  exams,  and 
there  are  no  class  meetings. 

Weekend  College  offers  a 
course  to  those  who  wish  to 
learn  the  fundamentals  of 
music.  The  class  teaches 
students  to  read  music  as 
well  as  basic  music  theory. 

There  are  also  a  couple  of 
special  events  scheduled. 
The  Opera  Workshop, 
directed  by  Joseph  Meyers, 
plans  to  present  a  large- 
scale  show  including  scenery 
and  costumes.  This  year's 
selection  is  Cavallo's 
"Pagliacci."  Although  an 
actual  date  has  not  been  set, 
the  performance  will  be  in 
February  or  March. 

On  December  3,5  and  6,  the 
Division  of  Music  will  also  be 
holding  the  13th  annual 
Dicken's  Dinner.  The  three 
dates  include  a  Chancellor's 
Night,  an  Alumni  Night,  and 
^a  night  for  the  general 
public. 

Each  evening,  there  wiL 
be  Christmas  decorations 
and  an  Elizabethan  at- 
mosphere. A  dinner  will  be 
served,  and  guests  will  be

For  the  older  people, 
there's  Gene  Kelly;  for  the 
teeny  boppers,  there's  Olivia 
Newton-John;  for  people 
who  like  to  look  at  'hunks,' 
Michael  Beck;  for  fans  of 
commercialized  pap,  er  1 
mean  pop,  there's  the  music 
of  Newton-John  and  the 
Electric  Light  Orchestra.  A 
cartoon,  'AO's  music,  roller 
disco,  a  soft  shoe  number,  a 
Busby  Berkely  number,  the 
rock  group  The  Tubes,  a 
country-  and  western  num- 
t>er,  and  laser  special  effects 
are  also  included.  This  list 
could  go  on,  ad  infinitum,  ad 


In  short,  in  trying  to 
provide  something  for 
everyone,  the  filmmakers 
wind  up  with  nothing. 

"Xanadu"  has  a  lot  of 
flash  and  glitter,  but  no 
substance,  a  trait  it  has  in 
common  with  other  kitsch 
films. 

However,  good  kitsch 
films  have  a  vitality 
"Xanadu"  lacks.  The  Ken 
Russell  films  "Tommy"  and 
"The  Boyfriend"  were  prime 
examples  of  good  kitsch. 
These  films  were  trashy  and 
vulgar,  but  had  a  sensual 
energy  that  made  them  fun. 
Russell  knew  these  films 
were  kitsch  and  made  no 
pretense  about  it. 

The  most  repulsive  thing 
about  "Xanadu"  is  that  it  is 


kitsch  trying  to  be  high  class 
chic.  Most  of  the  film  is 
designed  to  make  you  oooh 
and  ahhhh;  all  it  really  does 
is  make  you  want  to  vomit. 

The  costumes  are  enough 
to  give  Bob  Mackie  and 
Edith  Head  nightmares.  The 
sets  look  like  the  art  deco 
that  is  sold  by  K-Mart.  By 
dressing  up  the  film  in  this 
plasticine  coating,  the 
producers  hope  you'll  forget 
the  hoUowness  at  the  film's 
core. 

The  perfect  symbol  of 
"Xanadu's"  vacuousness  is 
Olivia  Newton- John.  She 
represents  the  blandness  of 
current  pop  culture  and  her 
performance  reflects  this. 
She  can't  act  nor  dance,  and 
all  her  songs  sound  alike.  She 
is  too  aware  of  being  in  front 
of  a  camera  and  gives  a 
lifeless  performance.  She 
should  stick  to  records  where 
her  faults  can  be  covered  up 
with  overdubbing. 

In  contrast,  the  single 
saving  grace  and  the  only 
true  note  of  high  class  in  the 
film  is  Gene  Kelly.  The  mere 
fact  that  he  emerges  from 
this  junk  with  his  charm  and 
grace  intact  is  a  testimony  to 
his  talents. 

The  only  fun  moment  in 
"Xanadu"  is  the  tap  dance 
Kelly  does.  This  number 
proves  that  he  hasn't  lost  his 
touch. 

He  has  been  away  from  the 
screen  for  far  too  long.  We

Kelly  even  makes  the 
script  work,  a  feat  of 
superhuman  effort.  The 
writers.  Marc  Reid  Rubell 
and  Richard  Christian 
Danus,  obviously  went  to 
American  Inlernationars 
"Beach  Party"  school  for 
writers. 

"Xanadu"  is  filled  with 
gut-wrenching  lines  like, 
"But  Danny,  1  don't  know 
anything  atmut  being  a 
partner!"  to  which  Danny 
replies  with  the  following 
witticism,  "There's  nothing 
tough  about  a  partnership, 
it's  just  like  marriage  — 
without  the  good  stuff."  But 
what  should  you  expect  from 
writers  .whose  idea  of 
slapstick  is  somebody 
sticking  his  hand  in  paini? 

"Xanadu"  is  a  film  (hat 
could  only  have  been  made 
in  the  '80s,  when  so  much  of 
our  culture  is  prefabricated 
and  homogenized.  It  is  the 
perfect  symbol  for  how 
commercialized  we  have 
become.  The  only  excuse  for 
the  film  is  to  sell  records.  If 
you  have  the  soundtrack 
album,  it's  like  owning  a 
print  of  the  film,  but  because 
you  don't  have  to  watch  it, 
it's  better.

1  am  not  a  movie  critic.  I 
could  count  the  movies  I've 
seen  in  1980  on  one  hand,  but 
feeling  sort-of  "Middle  Age 
Crazy"  myself,  I  welcomed 
the  chance  to  go  to  the 
matinee  Wednesday  af- 
ternoon. 

The  promos  had  tricked 
me.  I  had  thought  "Middle 
Age  Crazy"  was  a  comedy, 
and  expected  to  be  en- 
tertained. I  was  hoping  to 
laugh,  but  I  left  Glenbrook's 
Theatre  II  blinded  by  the 
sun,  and  agreeing  with 
Bobby  Lee  Burnett  when  he 
told  the  graduating  class, 
"The  future  sucks,  and  love 
is  a  responsibility  ...  a  big 
pain  in  the  ass."  something  I 
had  suspected  all  along. 

The  20th  Century  Fox 
movie  opens  on  a  rather 
sickening  climax  of  a  new 
variation  "Bingo"  game. 
Mercifully,  soon  after,  we 
are  involved  in  the 
preparations  twing  made  for 
Bobby  Lee's  40th  birthday 
party. 

Bruce  Dern,  as  Bobby,  is 
good  in  his  role  of  a  suc- 
cessful, Houston,  Texas 
contractor  who  has 
everything  a  man  could  want 
...and  more, 


His  over-sexed  wife.  Sue 
Ann,  played  by  Ann  Margret, 
is  also  good  in  her  part, 
though  1  tired  of  her  in  less 
than  an  hour-and-a-half  and 
had  to  wonder  how  Bobby 
was  able  to  live  with  her  for 
20  years. 

'The  Burnetts'  have  a  son 
(whose  name  I've  forgot- 
ten). The  part  was  seriously 
mis-cast.  The  man  who 
played  the  part  appeared  to 
be  more  30ish  than  an  18- 
year-old  high  school 
graduate. 

The  party  —  and  the  40th 
birthday  —  trigger  a  fear  in 
Bobby  that  perhaps  he  is  no 
longer  a  boy.  When  his  own 
father  dies,  shortly  after, 
Bobby  is  thrust  into  the  role  , 
of  "the  Daddy"  of  the 
family,  a  role  he  is  not  ready 
to  accept. 

Everyone  needs  to  talk  to 
him.  His  son,  who  is  not  sure 
he  wants  to  go  to  college,  his 
mother,  who  Is  now  a  widow, 
and  his  sister  and  wife  all 
turn  to  him  for  advice  and 
answers.  Like  Bobby  says, 
he  doesn't  even  have  the 
questions. 

Bobby  is  human.  He 
escapes  to  Dallas  in  a  newly 
acquired  S40,0OO  9:!B  Porsche 
wearing  an  expensive  set  of 
'in'  clothes.  Though  he  has 


been  faithful  to  his  wife  for  20 
years,  enough  is  enough,  and 
he  yields  to  his  re-occurring 
fantasy  with  good  taste. 

Deborah  Wakeham,  who 
plays  Dallas  Cowboy 
cheerleader  Nancy  Hen- 
derson, is  absolutely 
beautiful.  Bobby  first  saw 
Nancy  in  Houston  at  the 
Porsche  dealer,  and  in  times 
of  stress  is  haunted  by  her 
vision.  She  offers  him  a 
convenient  decorating 
service  for  his  contracting 
business  and  the  address  to 
her  apartment, 

Bobby  finds  this  'no 
strings'  arrangement  has  it's 
drawbacks  when  he  returns 
to  Nancy  for  sympathy  one 
night  and  finds  another  man 
in  her  apartment  "No 
strings,  rememljer?"  she 
reminds  him. 

As  you  might  have 
guessed,  the  story  ends  with 
the  same  old  morals  lesson 
...  Bobby  returns  to  Houston, 
Sue  Ann,  his  job.  (hopefully) 
the  responsibilities  and.  in 
short,  all  of  the  things  that 
drove  him  "Middle  Age 
Crazy"  in  the  first  place.
